We  arrived  on  campus  after 
break  and  immediately  walked  over  to  examine 
the  charred  ruins;  they  smoldered  for  weeks.  The 
area  near  the  library  entrance  had  been  turned 
into  a  mini-trailer  park,  as  the  school  had  rented 
two  huge  mobile  homes  for  temporary  office 
space.  The  deans  moved  to  the  second  floor  of 
Mrs.  Cowling's  painting  place,  and  the  speech 
folks  found  refuge  in  the  Coffee  House ,  of  all 
places. 


THERE  ALSO  CAME  a  time  of  crisis 
in  the  dormitories,  when  one  house- 
mother left  to  get  married,  and  another, 
who  toolc  ill,  left  to  get  well.
